A 17-year-old has been charged 
with stabbing another teenager 
outside a leisure centre in 
Kingston, as young children 
played nearby. 

Police were called to the park in 
front of the Kingfisher leisure cen¬ 
tre, behind the Cattle Market car 
park, at about 4pm on Friday, 
April 10. 

Mike Shorricks, who was walk¬ 
ing past, said: “I saw at least eight 


police cars and then the ambu¬ 
lance landed. 

“I heard someone might have 
been stabbed.” 

London’s Air Ambulance was 
called, landing in the Fairfield, be¬ 
fore the victim - 19-year-old Jor¬ 
dan Beard - was taken to 
hospital with what were believed 
to be non-life threatening 
injuries. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said: “Police were 
called by London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice at 4.18pm to Cattle Market, 
Fairfield North, following reports 
of a male suffering stab wounds. 


“Officers and London’s Air 
Ambulance attended. 

“A 19-year-old man was taken to 
a south London hospital in a stable 
condition. 

“His injuries are not believed to 
be life-threatening.” 

Parents who regularly take their 
children to the playground in the 
park were left shocked by the 
stabbing. 

Debbi Tanter wrote on Facebook: 
“There were kids in the park when 
it happened.” 

Laura Abbie Mann added: “OMG 
what going on in Kingston I take 
my kids to that park.” 


A 17-year-old from Tolworth, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, appeared at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday, 
April 13, charged with causing 
grievous bodily harm with intent 
and threatening a person with a 
blade in a public space. 

He is also charged with theft of 
an electronic tag belonging to 
Kingston Council contractors 
Serco, and breaching a curfew. 

He will appear at Kingston 
Crown Court later this month.

Tributes have been paid to a 
former Kingston University 
worker who was killed dur¬ 
ing a thunderstorm while 
trekking through the Boli¬ 
vian rainforest during a 
round the world trip. 

Louise Shepherd, 31, was 
killed by a falling tree during 
a sudden storm over the 
South American country’s 
Madidi national park. 

She was due to celebrate 
her 32nd birthday on Tues¬ 
day, April 14. 

Miss Shepherd became 
Kingston University’s alumni 
relations officer after she 
graduated from her muse¬ 
ums, galleries and the cre¬ 
ative economy masters 
degree at the university in 
2010. 

She left her job in autumn 
2014 to travel the world with 


her sister and another friend. 

Miss Shepherd had also 
travelled for a year between 
finishing her degree and 
starting her masters. 

She formerly worked as a 
support worker for the dis¬ 
ability and dyslexia support 
office. 

Friends of Miss Shepherd 
have been paying tribute to 
her on social media. 

One friend wrote: “A par¬ 
ent’s worst nightmare, lovely 
girl.” 

Miss Shepherd’s former 
colleagues have also paid 
their respects on the univer¬ 
sity’s website. 

One staff member said: 
“She was a beautiful young 
lady inside and out, and al¬ 
ways a pleasure to work 
with.”

Fire response 

Firefighters at New Malden 
station could not use their 
fire engine to respond to 
emergency calls on Friday 
due to a lack of staff, the fire¬ 
fighters’ union has claimed. 

Two years ago, 12 fire sta¬ 
tions across the capital were 
shut in a round of cuts by 
Mayor Boris Johnson. 

Fire Brigades Union repre¬ 
sentative Dik Tompkins said 
he was disappointed that 
what he called “staff short¬ 
ages” had left New Malden 
without its primary engine. 

He said: “Surrounding sta¬ 
tions will provide the ameni¬ 
ties to cover that resource, 
but obviously it will take 
them longer.” 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesman said: “It would be 
inaccurate to suggest that 
parts of New Malden have 
been without fire cover. 

“We plan our fire cover to 
meet the needs of London as 
a whole. If for any reason 
staff or fire engines in a par¬ 
ticular station are temporari¬ 
ly unavailable we allocate 
resources from elsewhere. 

“We provide this sort of 
cover every day while crews 
are dealing with an emergen¬ 
cy, carrying out community 
safety work or training away 
from their station.”

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Former head arrested for ‘abuse of trust’

A former headteacher of 
Tiffin School has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
abusing a position of trust, 
amid allegations he got an ex¬ 
student at a Kent school preg¬ 
nant. 

Sean Heslop, 47, has been 
suspended from his position 
as executive principal of 
Folkestone Academy and 
Marlowe Academy in Kent, 


following his arrest on March 
31. 

Mr Heslop, 47, was head¬ 
teacher of Tiffin School be¬ 
tween 2004 and 2008, and 
joined Folkestone Academy 
in 2009 before becoming 
executive principal of both 
schools in 2013. 

He has been released on 
bail pending further investi¬ 
gations until July 30. 


In a letter sent out to par¬ 
ents last week Academy trust 
chairman Sir Roger de Haan 
said: “I am writing to let you 
know that Sean Heslop, exec¬ 
utive principal of Folkestone 
and Marlowe academies, has 
been suspended from his 
duties. 

“An investigation is ongo¬ 
ing, the nature of which is 
confidential.” 


Friends of Mr Heslop re¬ 
portedly told the Sun news¬ 
paper that he was “excited” 
about becoming a father de¬ 
spite the investigation sur¬ 
rounding him. 

Mr Heslop left Tiffin short¬ 
ly before the school pleaded 
for donations from parents, 
having spent its £800,000 
reserve fund in four 
years. 


Man ‘forced to drink ammonia’ 


DRIVING BAN: A motorist has been 
banned from the road for two years 
after she was caught over the limit 
in Kingston. Poliana Dos-Santos, 28, 
of Gainsborough Road, Epsom, was 
caught in London Road in March. 
She was also fined £300 and 
ordered to pay £85 costs, plus a 
£30 surcharge, at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday, 
April 8. 

DRUNK AND DISORDERLY: A man 

has been fined £340 for assaulting 
a police officer while drunk and 
disorderly in Surbiton. Chayse 
Pepperrell, 22, of Clayton Road, 
Chessington, admitted the March 
offence. He was also ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £23 surcharge at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, April 8. The officer was 
not injured.

A man is in intensive care 
after he was reportedly kid¬ 
napped, tortured and forced 
to drink ammonia before 
being dumped on the border 
of New Malden and Raynes 
Park by the A3. 

University of Greenwich 
student Motaz Zaid, who is 
said to be under police guard 
in hospital, was sprayed with 
ammonia and attacked with a 
pair of pliers by a masked 
gang who snatched him com¬ 
ing home to Parsons Green 
from a night out in the early 
hours of Friday. 

Another “chemical attack” 
on Thursday at a Goals five-a- 
side football centre is not be¬ 
lieved to be linked. 

It is understood the attack 
took place during an hour- 
long drive close to the A3 in a 
silver Mercedes C220 estate. 

It may have been a “revenge 
attack” following a minor car 
accident two weeks before. 

A friend, 20, was also 
stabbed on his back and legs 
while trying to fend off the 
five masked attackers during 
the assault.

After being discharged from 
hospital, the friend told the 
Evening Standard: “They had 
been parked waiting for him 
to get back. 

“As we both got out of the 
car, these five guys just 
jumped us. They sprayed 
something in our eyes and it 
blocked our vision.” 

The friend said he punched 
one of the attackers before 


being chased by three others 
and stabbed. 

When he returned Mr Zaid 
was nowhere to be seen. 

He added: “If I hadn’t been 
there no one would have 
known he was gone. When po¬ 
lice found him they said it was 
50/50 whether he would live.” 

The attack is being investi¬ 
gated by police officers from 
the Trident Gang Command.

The victim’s father Azz Zaid 
told the same newspaper his 
son was awake but could not 
speak, and it was unclear 
if his vision had been 
affected. 

He said: “My heart is broken 
when I see my son like that. I 
can’t believe anyone could do 
that to another human 
being.” 

Police spotted the car 


parked in Beverley Way, New 
Malden, just before 2am, but 
when officers approached it 
sped away, leaving the victim 
behind with acid burns on his 
face. 

Paramedics arrived to take 
him to hospital where he re¬ 
mains in a critical condition 
in intensive care under police 
guard. 

No arrests have been made. 

Mr Zaid told the Standard: 
“It was a small accident and 
the other car was scratched. 
But the people were violent 
and they warned him ‘if you 
don’t give us £400 we are going 
to burn your car’.” 

Anyone with information 
should call police on 020 8785

before in a separate incident. 

Police and paramedics were 
called to Goals in Beverley 
Way, at about 8.30pm on 
Thursday, April 9, after a 
game of football got “out of 
control”. 

A man was treated for facial 
burns before being taken to 
hospital. 

So far no one has been 
arrested. 


OVER THE LIMIT: A woman has 
been banned from the road for 18 
months after she admitted driving 
over the limit on the A3 in New 
Malden. Olivia Mileman, 38, of 
Guildford Road, Ottershaw, was also 
fined £200 and ordered to pay £85 
costs, plus a £20 surcharge, at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, April 8. 

GUITLY OF ASSAULT: A man must 
carry out 80 hours of unpaid work 
after he was found guilty of 
assaulting a motorcyclist. Pawel 
Czubak, 25, of Burlington Road, New 
Malden, was also convicted of 
damaging his victim’s helmet. He 
must also pay £100 compensation, 
£440 costs and a £60 surcharge, 
following the verdict at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday, 

April 9. 

ATTACK CURFEW: A Surbiton 
woman has been ordered to live 
under a curfew for five months after 
she admitted assaulting two people 
outside McClusky’s nightclub in 
Kingston. Kirsty Pickard, 26, of 
Wellington Court, Glenbuck Road, 
must stay at home from 8.30pm to 
7am at the weekends until 
September. She was also ordered to 
pay a total of £150 compensation, 
£85 costs and a £60 surcharge at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, April 9.

New school for Surbiton is not in Surbiton 


A free school for Surbiton 
will open in the borough 
next year - but it will not 
be in Surbiton. 

The Education Funding 
Authority has bought 
Swan House, in High 
Street, Kingston, with a 
view to opening the Sur¬ 
biton Primary Academy 
next September. 


A consultation meeting 
for parents was held in 
Tolworth Recreation Cen¬ 
tre in October 2013, when 
GEMS Learning Trust 
(GLT) said it hoped to 
open the new school “in 
the Surbiton/Tolworth 
border”. 

Acting GLT chief execu¬ 
tive Jodie Croft said: 


“They [the Education 
Funding Agency] tried to 
get it, obviously, in Sur¬ 
biton. There just wasn’t 
any. 

“We had to delay for a 
year. 

“The search for a site in 
Surbiton is continuing. 
We may look to grow. 

“Demographics prove 


that there are several 
schools needed.” 

Opening a school in 
Swan House could relieve 
pressure on others near¬ 
by, she added. 

The building will re¬ 
quire extensive renova¬ 
tion, and parts of the 
block may need to be 
demolished.

Former cabinet colleagues 
George Osborne and Edward 
Davey became involved in a war 
of words over disputed plans to 
rezone Kingston and Surbiton 
stations. 

The former Chancellor visited 
Metro Bank in Kingston on 
Wednesday last week, in support 
of Conservative candidate James 
Berry’s bid to defeat the incum¬ 
bent Liberal Democrat Mr Davey 
in May’s general election. 

When asked by the Kingston 
Guardian about Mr Davey’s 
claims that he had ignored re¬ 
peated calls for Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton to be included in Zone 5 
instead of Zone 6, Mr Osborne 
said: “We have sat around the 
cabinet table together for five 
years and he has countless oppor¬ 
tunities every week to raise it 
with me directly and he never 
has. 

“What I would suggest if people 
want a strong Member of Parlia¬ 
ment for Kingston that is actually 
going to fight and deliver for this 
area then vote for James 
[Berry].” 


Mr Davey accused Mr Osborne 
of “telling porkies”. He produced 
a letter he wrote to Mr Osborne 
asking for rezoning and a picture 
of himself outside 11 Downing 
Street delivering a petition. 

Mr Davey: “The picture shows 
me delivering more than 3,000 pe¬ 
tition signatures to George Os¬ 
borne earlier this year. You will 
note I am standing outside Num¬ 
ber 11 Downing Street - where the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer lives 
and works. 

“I have written to him about the 
issue and I can’t believe he would 
he like this. The local and nation¬ 
al Conservatives have been use¬ 
less on this vital issue 
throughout.” 

Mr Davey has made numerous 
public announcements on his de¬ 
sire to rezone the stations during 
his time as Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton MP. 

He reiteritated his ambition on 
Easter Monday, when Liberal 
Democrat leader Nick Clegg visit¬ 
ed Surbiton to bolster the former 
Energy Secretary’s bid for 
re-election. 

Mr Davey’s letter, dated March 
10, 2015, reads: “I understand 
from the Chief Secretary that you 
have been aware for some time of 
the case for rezoning Kingston 


and Surbiton stations from Zone 6 
to Zone 5, and my campaign for 
this. Local Conservatives have 
started to campaign on rezoning, 
albeit some time after I launched 
the campaign. 

“The Conservative MP for Rich¬ 
mond Park, Zac Goldsmith, sup¬ 
ports the proposal for rezoning. I 
also note that, in the spirit of 
coalition, I teamed up with Chris 
Grayling, who also has a similar 
rezoning case in his constituency 
[Epsom and Ewell]. 

“I suggested both campaigns 
should be accommodated, in the 
interest of balance. Yet still no 
progress.” 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis jumped to Mr Osborne’s de¬ 
fence, tweeting: “Rezonegate. All 
Ed Davey shouldndo [sic] is pub¬ 
lish Chancellor’s response to 
Davey’s letter saying that he is 
‘blocking the rezoning.’ Simple.”

CLEGG HECKLED OVER TUITION FEES 


Liberal Democrat leader Nick Clegg 
was heckled by tuition fees 
protesters when he came to Sur¬ 
biton to support Ed Davey in his 
election campaign last week. 

Members of the Trade Unionist 
and Socialist Coalition (TUSC) gath¬ 
ered outside the Grove pub in Grove 
Road, where Mr Davey and Mr Clegg 
had been meeting supporters and 
press on Easter Monday.

Gabby Thorpe, who is standing as 
the TUSC candidate in the upcoming 
Grove ward byelection, said: “We 
came here today because Nick 
Clegg and the Liberal Democrats are 
going around saying the Tories did 
this and the Tories did that, but they 
have been in bed with them for the 


last five years.” 

Laurel Fogarty, TUSC’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Kingston and 
Surbiton, added: “Clegg and his Lib¬ 
eral Democrat colleagues joined 
forces with the Conservatives and 
broke several of their election 
promises, notably on university tu¬ 
ition fees. They have refused to ac¬ 
cept their agenda of making 
ordinary people pay for the crisis of 
the rich has failed.”

The mother and stepfather of 
dead Chessington rapist 
Robert Richards have been 
arrested on suspicion of his¬ 
torical rape and sexual 
abuse. 

Richards, 22, raped and at¬ 
tempted to murder a pension¬ 
er in her 70s leaving her in 
need of hospital treatment 
for injuries including a bro¬ 
ken hip, vertebrae, jaw, ribs 
and a bleed on the brain in 
the violent attack in her own 
home. 

The former labourer was 
found hanged in his 
Wandsworth prison cell in 
July just days before he was 
due to be sentenced for his 
crime. 

It has now emerged his 
mother June Richards, who 
has three other children, and 
her husband Andy were ar¬ 
rested at their home address 
in Elm Road, Chessington, 
last month. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said: “Two people 
- aged 47 and 49 - were ar¬ 
rested in the Kingston bor¬ 
ough on Thursday, March 5

in relation to allegations of 
historical rape and sexual 
abuse. 

“They have been bailed 
pending further enquiries 
until late May.” 

It is believed the arrests 
were made following the dis¬ 
covery of a note left by 
Richards, which included a 
claim that he had been bul¬ 
lied inside prison. 

Richards had been convict¬ 
ed in June last year of raping 


and attempting to kill a 
woman in her 70s in Chess¬ 
ington in October 2013. 

He climbed through her 
window as she was lying in 
bed and whispered: “I like 
you. I will kill you.” He then 
pulled 
her to 
the 
floor 
and 
raped 
her, 


before attempting to strangle 
her. 

The Prisons and Probation 
Ombudsman is investigating 
Richards’ death. 

An inquest into his death is 
also yet to be concluded.

Keep US out of the NHS 


As a retired nurse and member 
of the Royal College of Nursing 
(RCN), can I urge fellow resi¬ 
dents attending election hus¬ 
tings to ask each candidate 
about their party’s position on 
the transatlantic trade and in¬ 
vestment partnership (TTIP) 
currently being negotiated in al¬ 
most total secrecy between the 
European Union and the United 
States. 

While there is no set date for 
any agreement to be concluded, 
it is expected that if a deal is to 
be reached it will need to be in 
place before the end of 2015. 

Supporters of TTIP argue it 
will have great economic bene¬ 
fit to the UK, although the 


economic modelling for this de¬ 
pends on a wide range of as¬ 
sumptions and is therefore not 
robust. 

Whatever its merits for various 
commercial sectors, if imple¬ 
mented, it will have a great im¬ 
pact on our public services. 

As part of TTIP, public service 
standards will be harmonised, 
with a lowest common denomi¬ 
nator approach and RCN is con¬ 
cerned this will adversely affect 
patient care. 

TTIP could also open up the 
NHS to American private busi¬ 
nesses, which could be able to 
sue if future governments decid¬ 
ed to change existing legislation 
and policy in relation to health 


care or other public services. 

Another area of concern is the 
proposed investor-state dispute 
settlement (ISDS) process, which 
would use unelected tribunals 
and has already been used in 
other treaties to mount expen¬ 
sive legal challenges to public 
health policy, most notoriously 
by a tobacco firm to challenge 
the plain cigarette packaging in 
Australia. 

Although some UK MEPs have 
dismissed these concerns as 
“scaremongering”, the British 
Medical Association commis¬ 
sioned a QC to examine a similar 
treaty with Canada; the QC con¬ 
cluded that the lack of definition 
and case law in relation to the 


NHS resulted in real risks. 

The RCN and the British Medi¬ 
cal Association, two of the key 
professional organisations rep¬ 
resenting health care staff, are 
lobbying for TTIP to explicitly 
exclude the NHS, and to exclude 
the ISDS mechanism entirely. 

TTIP may seem like a technical 
issue, but it is not. 

While we debate the influence 
of the EU in national life, there is 
a much greater risk that our 
Government policy may become 
skewed by the risk of legal chal¬ 
lenge from large US businesses 
with very deep pockets.

Council to write off £1.694m of theatre debt 


By 2016, Kingston taxpayers will 
have subsidised the Rose Theatre 
to the extent of £13m. 

The latest Liberal Democrat 
deal, which pays £500,000 a year to 
the theatre over five years, expires 
next March. It is welcome news 
that the Council’s Conservative 
administration is looking to sim¬ 
plify existing complex financial 
arrangements. 

A new agreement proposes to 
meet a funding gap by decreasing 
yearly subsidies that will taper to 
zero by 2020. The subsidy would 
total £147,000.

A new study has now found that 
having a good supermarket nearby 
is also an important factor home- 
buyers are now looking for, and liv¬ 
ing near an upmarket store could 
boost the value of your house by 
over 30 per cent. 

Research by Lloyds Bank found 
that a home that is situated within 
easy reach of a supermarket will 
cost on average seven per cent 
more that one situated in another 
area of the same town. This works 
out at an average of £15,331 more. 

There are of course many differ¬ 
ent supermarkets though, 
and the study found that some su¬ 
permarkets have a much bigger im¬ 
pact on the price of a house than 
others do. 

Waitrose topped the list, with buy¬ 
ers happy to pay an average of 12 
per cent more to live near one - the 
equivalent of £38,831 more. 

Sainsbury's was also a popular op¬ 
tion and was seen to boost the price 
of a property by approxi-mately 10 
per cent or £24,507. Being located 
near a Tesco increased the value of 
a house 

by an average of eight per cent - 
the equivalent of £17,124. 

Surprisingly, being close to a 
Marks & Spencer only adds seven 
per cent to a property's value, even 
though it tends to be considered as

If houses are situated near a dis¬ 
count store, then their value is likely 
to be lower when compared 
to similar homes in the surrounding 
area. A property within walking dis¬ 
tance of an Aldi may have 
three per cent knocked off its 


value, and Lidl decreases prices by 
two per cent. 

Interestingly, AS DA didn't appear 
to have any effect on houses near¬ 
by, and their prices were the same 
as those in other areas. Andy 
Hulme, Lloyds Bank mortgages di¬ 
rector, said: "It's easy to assume the 
effect of different factors on the 
value of a property but this research 
enables us to see that there is a sig¬ 
nificant association between the 


convenience of a local supermarket 
and house prices. 

"With homes in areas close to na¬ 
tional supermarkets commanding 
an average of over £15,000 more 
than those in the surrounding 
areas, having a grocery shop within 
easy reach appears to be high on 
the list for homebuyers."

What was your first car? I reme¬ 
mber I didn't have a car for ages as 
I never used one when I was at 
university. But when I made it into 
the rowing team I needed a car 
that meant I could drive from 
Edinburgh down to south-east 
England where the rowing team 
was based and I had to be able to 
put my boat on the roof. So it was 
an old Ford Mondeo estate that 
was a dark purple and I spent a lot 
of long journeys in. I loved it and 
wore it into the ground. 


How many times did it take to 
pass your test? I passed first time 
much to my family's relief. My mum 
and dad shared in the teaching and 
I remember it was the one area of 
growing up that I saw my mum 
really lose her patience. With 
everything else my mum has been 
the relaxed, positive, chilled out 
mentor, but with learning to drive 
I think I pushed her to the limit - 
she couldn't understand why I 
was taking so long to master 
things like the hill start and 
reverse parking and soon handed 
me over to my dad. My big sister 
had passed first time, as had my 
mum and dad, so I felt I had to try 
to keep the family tradition. 

Who would be your ideal fantasy 
passenger and where would you 
go? I watched Skyfall again recent¬ 
ly, the most recent James Bond 
film, and I decided I'd like to be 
M - as played by Judi Dench - when 
she gets driven by Daniel Craig as 
James Bond up to Glencoe in the 
Highlands of Scotland in a 1965 
Aston Martin DB5. Of course as this 
is my fantasy then I get to do the 


driving and 007 can sit beside me 
making witty comments. If need be 
I do have the ejector seat button... 

How would you describe your 
driving style? Fairly fast, but safe. 

What are you listening to? 

I've just created a new playlist for 
the hours and hours of training I 
have ahead, but it will also be per¬ 
fect for those long relaxed drives to 
Scotland. I have a very wide area of 
musical interests so there is some¬ 
thing from every decade from the 
1960s to the present charts. And 
the joy of a new playlist is that 
every new song is a surprise. 

What do you drive now? I have 
the pleasure of driving a Jaguar 
F-Type. Not only is a stunning car 
to look at but also it is a beautiful 
car to drive. It's fast but smooth 
and when I start the engine it roars 
like a throaty wild animal. I love it. I 
just wish it were mine - it's on loan 
from Jaguar. I am one of their 
ambassadors for the Academy of 
Sport that Jaguar runs. The acade¬ 
my supports rising sport stars by 
guiding, mentoring, advising and 
also financially supporting them.
